persecution under the present system call for 
its amendment, and some early legislature 
could hardly do a more popular thing than to 
give the m atter their favorable attention.

Bnzaine replied that

had 
received 
none of that' gqvernment’s communications. 
In answer to other questions, he stated that in 
sending Gen. Bonrbaki to the Empress, he 
sent him to the one who, in his view, was the 
only representative of the government. 
He 
had received no official information of a gen­ 
eral election. 
Tin President said the Marshal’s intention 
of reaching Thiouville did not agree with his 
theory that after the surrender of Sedan a 
sortie from Metz was impossible, and he put 
the question whether or not the Marshal had 
agreed with the Prussians to cease offensive 
movements from the time of Bourbaki’s de­ 
parture. 
Bazaine replied by pointing to subsequent 
engagements in September and October. 
The President—Why was there no engage­ 
ment for the purpose of supporting the nego­ 
tiations of the Government of National De­ 
fense? 
Bazaine—Our sick and wounded prevented. 
Such a course would have used up the army, 
while the enemy were all the time being re­ 
inforced. 
The Marshal continued—His offer 
on the 29th of September to Gen. Stiehl to 
capitulate was a ruse. 
In regard to the con­ 
vention which he subsequently concluded with 
the Germans he said, “My position was un­ 
precedented. I was in a certain sense my own 
government. 
The duties of a military chief 
when a legal government exists are strictly 
defined. 
1 by no means admit that to be the 
case in the presence of an insurrectionary 
government. There was then no government, 
there was nothing.” 
The President—W hat! 
France 
then 
no 
longer existed. 
(Sensation.) 
Bazaine, iu explanation of the previous 
answer, said in using the words, “ to obtain 
neutrality for the army” he meant to obtain 
an armistice for the purpose of establishing u 
regular government. 
He protested against an 
assertion made by the President of the court 
that his (Bazainé’s) phrase,.“ the army would 
maintain order inside the city,” was an', allu­ 
sion to civil war. 
He declared that his pro­ 
posals were misunderstood. 
He never at any 
time treated Regnier’s mission seriously. 
The President—All steps taken at this 
Iieriod, overures to and communications with 
the Germans were most serious. 
When think­ 
ing of the admirable array which you might 
have led to the last extremity I hope you 
weighed well all results of the proposed con­ 
vention. 
Bazaine reiterated that his motives were 
misunderstood and bis proposals misinter­ 
preted. 
The sitting was hero temporarily suspended 
amid the utmost excitement. 
On 
the resumption 
of proceedings the 
prisoner, being further interrogated, stated 
that commandants of corps were aware of t!.c 
Regnier aflair, although it was uot mentioned 
in the council of war held on the 10th of Octo­ 
ber. 
He considered, however, that secrecy in 
Ids negotiations with Germans was his duty. 
The President—I am compelled to ask you 
whether all your acts and thoughts were for 
your country and the army ? 
Bazaine—They were. 
I always acted hon­ 
estly according to the dictates of my con­ 
science. 
Being asked the object of Gen. 
Boyer’s journey to England about the 17th of 
October the accused said he hoped the Em­ 
press would obtain the concession of a con­ 
vention, especially if she could be induced to 
come to Metz. 
The President reminded the accused of his 
oath and asked him whether he observed the 
regulation forbidding capitulation in the open 
field. 
Bazaine pleaded as a justification the ex­ 
istence of an insurrectionury government. 
The President—Does the imperial constitu* 
tion lo which you considered it your duty to re­ 
main faithful authorize negotiation and treat­ 
ing with the enemy as you did ? 
The Marshal replied that it did not. 
He 
maintained that tbe capitulation was com­ 
pulsory. 
He had resisted to the last, not even 
having a morsel of bread left. 
At this point 
the sitting was adjourned. 
The court room was crowded and there were 
frequent scenes of excitement. 
The accused 
was embarrassed in manner and often hesi­ 
tated in making his replies to the searching 
interrogatories of the court. 


THE PROGRAMME Of THE MONARCHISTS.

From exact information it appears that the 
monarchical parties have come to an absolute 
agreement.

A lbany, N. Y., Oct. 17.—The State Treas­ 
urer has received replies from County Treas­ 
urers and finds that the drafts they forwarded 
are all correctly noted in Phelps’ book and 
that there is a deficiency of about $300,000. 
Some of the drafts surreptitiously used by 
Phelps were endorsed by him a3 Cashier, but 
a large part were regularly endorsed by 
Deputy Treasurer Paul. 
$55,000 of the lattvr 
have been brought to light payable to Charles 
Hudson, Cashier. 
Hudson’s name on these 
drafts was written in by Phelps. Charles Hud­ 
son, Cashier, is connected with the firm of F. 
R. Sherwin & Co., New York. 
The drafts 
should have been made payable to E. Groes- 
beck, Cashier of the Albany Commercial 
Bank 
and deposited in 
that bank. 
By 
making them payable to Hudson, 
Phelps 
diverted them from their proper depository 
and made them available to himself, probably 
through Hudson. 
Phelps had no right to en­ 
dorse the drafts. 
A warrant for the arrest of 
F. R. Sherwin A Co. has been issued. 
The Evening Journal in an article on the 
question of responsibility corrects the state­ 
ment that the Comptroller's office was until 
lately supplied with duplicate bank pass books 
showing the balances on deposit. 
No such 
books, it says, have been iu use for years, if 
ever. 
Comparisons of accounts were month­ 
ly by the Treasurer’s officials and those of the 
Comptroller. 
Between 
these comparisons 
hundreds of thousands of dollars might be 
stolen through the Treasurer's office and no 
one in the Comptroller’s office know it.

In Great Britain piici- 
pics are advanced against tremendous opp3i- 
tion, their adoutiou is slow and theirad­ 
aptation not only laborious but difficult. In 
proportion to the number of vested intoists 
existing in a country, it is locked up lam 
freedom, and as tbe action of the majorij. of 
the people is restrained by the privilege! oi 
the minority, so is its advancement ( a 
healthy and pure political life imperileJ. \ i? 
a millstone bung around the neckofsociefc it 
is like Sinbad’s old man, which clings rind 
the shoulders of a nation with ever-tightclng 
grasp. 
$uch interests must exist to »ne 
extent wherever human societies are, butlhe 
aim of wise statesmen and of wise people ill 
bo to keep or reduce them to a minimum nd 
to allow them the very shortest tether.

Almost daily conic reports of men aud boys 
►hooting themselves been use of the careless 
use of the anus. It is the hunting; season now, 
anil nearly every farmer’s boy curries a gun.— 
Why will not these boys learn to excrete a Ut­ 
ile caution while carrying weapons the most 
ih.-adly known? The w riter of these lines lias 
handled lire arm s siuce lie was a boy, on 
horse back, in the mountains, in uearly every 
conceivable place of risk, aud never yet shot 
anyone by accident, or shot himself, or had a 
gun or pistol go off more than two or three 
times prematurely. 
He has always followed 
these rules, very simple and quite as effective. 
Never point your gun at anyone, no m atter 
whether it is loaded or cot. 
When loading 
use your two lingers to push down the ram 
rod, not the whole hand. 
Carry your gun al 
half rest; never, if you value your life or the 
lives of your companions, allow the hammer 
to rffll on the cap. 
If the hammer is on the 
cap a slight jar w ill send the gun off'; if a 
brush catch the hammer it will raise it and 
thus discharge it; bul should it lie at half 
rest; the brush will either throw it back to full 
rest, or els* the hammer would again catch 
on the half rest. 
It is much safer to carry the 
gun al full cock than with the hummer on the 
cap, for even at full cock the gun can only lie 
discharged by something touching the trigger 
and the guard is usually a good protection.— 
Carry Hie muzzle of your gun down; a great 
many persons carry the butt down and the 
muzzle up, which is an excellent w ay of get­ 
ting shot yourself should you stumble aud 
fall, or of shooting some one else. 
Never 
shoot on the wing unless you kuow the direc­ 
tion of yoar companion, and inst when you 
leave your loaded gun in the house, dan I take 
the caps off'. 
By divesting the weapon of the 
caps you make people think your -gun is not 
loaded—which is simply offering an excellent 
chance to blow out some one’s brains.

T h e I s c o f F i r e a r m * . 
Almost daily come reports of men aud boys 
.«hooting themselves Because of the careless 
use oí fire arms. It is the hunting season now, 
and nearly every farmer’s boy carries a gun.— 
Why will not these boys learn to exercise a lit- 
ile caution while carrying weapons the most 
deadly known? The writer of these line3 lias 
handled lire arms since he was a boy, on 
horse back, in the mountains, in nearly every 
conceivable place of risk, and never yet shot 
anyone by accident, or shot himself, or bad a 
gun or pistol go oil'more than two or three 
times prematurely. He has always followed 
these rules, very simple and quite as eilective. 
Never point your gun at anyone, no matter 
whether it is loaded or not. 
When loading 
use your two fingers to push down the ram 
rod, not the whole hand. 
Carry your gun at 
half rest; never, if you value your life or the 
lives of your companions, allow the hammer 
to reST on the cap. If the hammer is on the 
cap a slight jar will send the gun off; if a 
brush catch the hammer it will raise it and 
thus discharge it; but should it be at half 
rest; the brush will either throw it back to full 
rest, or else the hammer would again catch 
on the half rest. It is much safer to carry the 
gun at full cock than with the hammer on the 
cap, for even at full cock the gun can only be 
discharged by something touching the trigger 
and the guard is usually a good protection.— 
Carry the muzzle of your gun down; a great 
many persons carry the butt down and the 
muzzle up, which is an excellent way of gel­ 
ling shot yourself should you stumble aud 
fall, or of shooting some one else. Never 
shoot on the wing unless you know the direc­ 
tion of your companion, and last when you 
leave your loaded gun in the house, den’t take 
the caps off. 
By divesting the weapon of the 
caps you make people think your -gun is not 
loaded—which is simply offering an excellent 
chance to blow out some one’s brains.

H ow P la n ts P u r ify tho A ir. 
Plants gain their nourishment by the ab­ 
sorption through their roots of certain sub­ 
stances from the soil, and by tile decomposi­ 
tion, through their green portions, of a par­ 
ticular gas contained in the atmosphere—car­ 
bonic acid gas. 
They decompose this gas in­ 
to carbon, which they assimilate, and oxygen, 
which they reject. 
Now this phenomenon, 
which is the vegetable's mode of respiration, 
c m only be accomplished with the assistance 
of solar light. 
Charles Bonuet, of Geneva, who begari his 
career by experimenting on plants, aud left 
this attractive subject to devote himself to 
philosophy only in consequence of a serions 
affection of his sight, was the first to detect 
this joint work, about tile middle of the eigh­ 
teenth century. 
He remarked that vegetables 
grow vertically, and tend toward the sun, iu 
whatever position the seed may have been 
planted in the earlh. 
He proved the general­ 
ity of the fact that, in dark places, plants al­ 
ways turn toward tile point whence light 
comes. 
He discovered, too, that plants im­ 
mersed in water release bubbles of gas under 
Hie influence of sunlight. 
In 1771 Priestly, In 
England, tried another experiment. 
He let a 
candle burn In a confined space till! Ute light 
went out, that is, until Hie contained air grew 
until for combustion. 
Then he placed tile 
green paris of a fresh plant in Hie inclosure, 
and at.the end of ten days the air had become 
sufficiently purified, for the relighting of Hie 
candle. 
Titus he proved that plants replace 
gas made impure by combustion with a com­ 
bustible gas; bot he ako observed that* at 
certain times Ute reverse phenomenon seems 
to result. 
Ten years later the Dutch physi­ 
cian, Ingenhousz, succeeded in explaining this 
apparent contradiction. 
“ I had but just be­ 
gun these experiments," says that skillful nat­ 
uralist, “ when a most interesting scene re­ 
vealed itself to my eyes. 
I observed that not 
only do plants liuve the power of clearing im­ 
pure air in six days or longer, as Priestly’s ex- 
P“rinients seem lo |*>int out, but that they dis­ 
charge this important dnty in a few hours, 
and In them ostjtborough w ay; that this sin­ 
gular operation is not due at all to vegetation, 


but to the effect of sunlight; that it docs not 
begin until the sun lias la-on s line time over 
the horizon; that it ceases entirely during the 
darkness of night; that plants shaded by high 
buildings or other plants, do not complete this 
function, that is, they dojnot purify the] air, 


lait that, on the contrary, they exh ale an in­ 
jurious atm osphere, 
and really shed poison 
into the air about us; that the production of 
l>ure air beirios to diminish with the decline 
of day and ceases completely at sunset; that 
all plants corrupt (lie surrounding air during 
the night, and that not all portions of Hie 
plant take part in the purification of Hie air, 
but only the leaves aud green brandies."—

Plants gain their nourishment l>y the ab­ 
sorption through their roots of certain sub­ 
stances from the soil, and by the decomposi­ 
tion, through their green portions, of a par­ 
ticular gas contained in the atmosphere—car­ 
bonic acid gas. 
They decompose this gas in­ 
to carbon, which they assimilate, and oxygen, 
which they reject. 
Now this phenomenon, 
which is the vegetable’s mode of respiration, 
c m only be accomplished with the assistance 
of solar light. 
Charles Bonnet, of Geneva, who began his 
career by experimenting on plants, and left 
this attractive subject to uevote himself to 
philosophy only in consequence of a serious 
affection of his sight, was the first to detect 
this joint work, about the middle of the eigh­ 
teenth century. 
He remarked that vegetables 
grow vertically, and tend toward the sun, iu 
whatever position the seed may have been 
planted in the earth. 
He proved the general­ 
ity of the fact that, in dark places, plants al­ 
ways turn toward the point whence light 
comes. 
He discovered, too, that plants im­ 
mersed in water release bubbles of gas under 
the influence of sunlight. 
In 1771 Priestly, in 
England, tried another experiment. 
He let a 
candle burn in a confined space tillj the light 
went out, that is, until the contained air grew 
untit for combustion. Then he placed the 
green parts of a fresh plant in the inclosure, 
and at.the end of ten days the air had become 
sufficiently purified, for the relighting of the 
candle. 
Thu3 he proved that plants replace 
gas made impure by combustion with a com­ 
bustible gas; but he also observed that* at 
certain times the reverse phenomenon seems 
to result. 
Ten years later the Dutch physi­ 
cian, Ingenhousz, succeeded in explaining this 
apparent contradiction. 
“ I had but just be­ 
gun these experiments,” says that skillful nat­ 
uralist, “ when a most interesting scene re­ 
vealed itself to my eyes. 
I observed that not 
only do plants liuve the power of clearing im­ 
pure air in six days or longer, as Priestly’s ex­ 
periments seem to point out, but that they dis­ 
charge this important duty in a few hours, 
and in themostjtborough w ay; that this sin­ 
gular operation is not due at all to vegetation, 
but to the eflect of sunlight; that it does not 
begin until the sun lias been same time over 
the horizon; that it ceases entirely during the 
darkness of night; that plants shaded by high 
buildings or other plants, do not complete this 
function, that is, they doJnot purify the] air, 
but that, on the contrary, they exhale an in­ 
jurious atmosphere, 
and really shed poison 
into the air ubout us; that the production of 
I«ire air begins to diminish with the decline 
of day and ceases completely at sunset; that 
all plants corrupt the surrounding air during 
the night, and that not all portions of the 
plant take part in the purification of the air, 
but only the leaves and green branches.”— 
Popular Science Monthly.
